Cut-Throat Rates To 
Be Removed 


DIESEL-ENGINED SHIP AN 
UNCERTAIN FACTOR -

Shipping circles here indicate 
that there will be no further 
leut-throat competition between 
river steamers on the Canton- 
Hong Kong and Canton-Macau 
runs, even though the agree- 
ment among the steamship com- 
panies with respect to fares 
expire by the end of this) 
month. 
The new fares effective since 
February 1 have enabled the 
steamship companies to hold 
their own during the past two 
months. The rush passenger 
season is on with the beginning |, 
of the Ching Ming Festival. 
In the circumstances, it is not 
likely that there will be another 
slash of passengers’ fares. 

The present fares were agreed 
to between the steamship com- 
panies and the Canton-Kowloon 
Railway. However, an uncer-; 
tain factor is the diesel-engined | 
steamer Lee Hong. She has 
‘been laid up in Hong Kong for 
some time owing to a dispute 
among her owners, but the in- 
dications are that she will be 
soon on the Canton-Hong Kong 
run again. 

When ‘the Lee Hong was 
placed on the run over a year 
ago, her fares were so low that 

other. steamers: had to slash 
theirs. The re-emergence of 
this steamer may mean lower 
passenger fares as far as she is 
concerned, as her company is 
not a party to the existing 
-dagreement and is therefore not 
bound by- it.
